In the latter regard, HALL noted that undoubtedly 
there would be an international conference on the developing 
ideological differences and when this is held, CG 5324-S* 
would be, under any condition, one of the CP, USA delegates* 
Ee noted it v/ould not nake any difference if the CP, USA 
sent other delegates to such a conference because he would 
want CG 5824- S* present under any condition , This being 
so, HALL felt if such a conference is not held in the too 
far distant future, CG 5824-S* might be able to combine 
his attendance at such a conference with the additional 
task of fund negotiations.

This is to recommend that the Central Research Section review 
and evaluate copies of two publications recently transmitted to the Soviets 
by NY 694-S* in order to determine any possible use that we can make of 
these publications. 

In the way of background the Soviets recently conveyed to 
Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), their desire that 
Hall advise them concerning the names of periodicals and newspapers in the 
United States which are being influenced by the Chinese, 

The attached airtel from New York dated 10/3/63 discloses that 
pursuant to the request made by the Soviets, Hall furnished NY 694-S* for 
transmittal to the Soviets a 20-page 1963-64 catalogue of "China Books and 
Periodicals 11 along with a 39-page pamphlet entitled "Which Path— Cowardice 
or the Teachings of MAO Tse-tung?" In accordance with Hall's instructions^ 
NY 694-S* on 10/3/63 gave these two publications to his Soviet contact y 
along with the following comments made by Hall concerning these publications, 

Hall described " Chi na Boo ks and^ eriojg ic als , 29.2. (Jough. Street , 
Szm^Francisco, California J 1 as be frig" ~possTb ly the most lavish promoter and 
distrf6uT6f*"df Xhinese literature in the United States. Hall indicated 
that the catalogue of this agency is widely distributed. 

With reference to the pamphlet/nvtiich Path — Cowardice or the 
Teachings of MAO Tse-tung? 1 , " Hall commented that this is a reprint of a 
12/31/62 editorial which appeared in "Renmin Ribao," an official publication 
of the Communist Party of China: JM11 stated that the pamphlet was 
published under the auspices o#*x|^nie andjS t e el/' a p^lixation edited ^ 
by Homer Bates Chase, who was expelled from tWTPUSA in 1961 for advocating 
the liquidation of the CPUSA and for anti-Party activities.

This is to advise that CG 5824-S* 1 s proposed Solo Mission to 
the Soviet Union tentatively set for November, 1963, will probably not 
take place until early 1964. In addition, this is to recommend that 
CG 5824-S* be permitted to invest up to $100,000 of Solo funds^in his 
possession, pursuant to instructions given informant by Gus E&Jl, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) . rr 

In the way of background, my memorandum of 9/19^63 ^pointed out 
that Gus Hall had instructed CG 5824-S* to be prepared fo travel to the 
Soviet Union in. November, 1963, for the purpose of obtaining from the 
Soviets a financial commitment for the 1964 budget of tgejCPRSA. 

On 10/7/63 Hall met with CG 5824-S* and told informant that 
the forthcoming trip to the Soviet Union should be held in abeyance ( 
pending a full assessment of the Party's financial structure and develop- 
ments in the international arena. Hall noted that in view of the Soviets' 
wheat' negotiations, as well as the Soviet Union's heavy financial com- 
mitments in Cuba, it would be almost impossible for the CPUSA to expect 
to receive as much financial assistance from the Soviets for 1964 as the 
Party has received in the past. Hall also noted that imdoubtedly there 
would be an international conference of all fraternal parties held in 
early 1964 in regard to the Sino-Soviet ideological differences. Hall 
suggested that CG 5824-S* might be able to combine his attendance at such 
a conference with the additional task of funds negotiations. 

Hall then discussed with CG 5824-S* the matter of investing 
Party funds being held by CG 5824-S* and NY 694-S*. _(CG 5824-S* and 
NY 694-S* have in their possession approximately one half million dollars 
of CPUSA funds.

We have given this matter of investing Party funds much 
thought in order to arrive at some course of action which would pre- 
clude the Party from receiving any returns on its investments. However, 
unless informant handles these funds per Hall's instructions, it is 
possible that Hall will place these funds in other hands. If this 
happens we will lose control of the disposition of these funds. 

RECOMMEND AT ION • 

That the attached airtel be sent to Chicago authorizing 
CG 5824-S* to take appropriate steps to invest Party funds along the 
lines recommended by the Chicago Office.

From their conversation, NY 694-S* was 
able to determine thit this message that KOLOBASHKIN had received 
by telegram on 10/1/63 was the same which he, NY 694-S*, had 
received from the Soviets in a ciphered-coded radio message.

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KOLOBASHKIN emphasized that BERNARD KOTEJSf should

PURPOSE: 

SAC Johnson, Chicago, advised on 10-24-63 that he had discussed 
with CG 5824-S* his contemplated forthcoming trip to Russia and the 
possibility of an earlier preparatory conference there. Johnson stated 
that the informants health is not good and recommended the use of 
Bureau stenographers in taking the informant's information ,with which 
we concur, bearing in mind the primary consideration is the security 
of the informant. 


DETAILS ; 


SAC Johnson, Chicago, telephonically advised on 10-24-63 that 
he had just left a meeting with CG 5824-S* at which they discussed the 
informants possible attendance at the forthcoming conference of 
workerg^and^pmmunist parties throughout the world in Moscow, Russia, 
probabJ^ in -early 1964. The informant stated there was a possibility 
of a preparatory conference which would be held in advance of the main 
conference. The informant had no information as to the date of this 
preparatory conference, but felt he would probably only receive short 
notice* requiring him to proceed to Moscow. He also indicated it was 
likely th|t1> he -would be requested by the Russians to remain in Moscow 
for the ft£tl conference. 

K. ; 

IS&C Johnson stated that the informant's health is not good 
and that he, Johnson, feels assistance must be given to the informant 
in handling his work load, particularly as regards his informant reports. 
Previously on the informant's return from Solo trips to Russia, the 
Chicago Office has utilized trusted and experienced stenographers to 
take dictation from the informant of the voluminous information developed 
while in Russia, Johnson feels that it would be a tremendous help in 
| view of the informant's ^ealth to provicfe a stenographer approximately 
once each week to assist in preparing the informant's information in 
report form. In£a,d#ition to taking some of the pressure off of the 
informant, it would* ^permit the Bureau- to have the benefit of the exact 
wording of the informant's information.

SAC Johnson stated he had gone into the question of security 
of the informant thoroughly; that he would be in a position to utilize 
any one of three mature, experienced, well-qualified stenographers w,ha 
have been used in the past to meet with the informant and the contact- 
ing iAgent. Meetings with the informant are constantly rotated from hotel 
to hotel. 

OBSERVATIONS: 

The informant has been in declining health now for sometime. 
Despite this fact, he has continued to assist us in these highly secret 
clandestine operations. It is felt that we can relieve him of some of 
his load in the preparation of informant reports by making a stenographer 
available for direct dictation from the informant. This will not only 
relieve the informant of some pressure, but should effect a savings in 
time and will give us the benefit of having reports in the informant's 
words. Insofar as security is concerned, we see nothing in this 
arrangement which would jeopardize the informant. 


RECOMMENDATION : 

That SAC Johnson be authorized to provide stenographic 
assistance to the informant at the time of Agent contacts. He will 
be advised that security is of primary concern and must be constantly 
borne in mind.

NY 694-S* stated that Hall was so incensed concerning the 
Beatrice Johnson incident that he left the room stating he was going 
to find out from James Jackson, Editor, "The Worker," as to who was 
acting as "The Worker" correspondent in Cuba. When Hall returned, 
he was apoplectic with rage. Without identifying the woman by name, 
he said she was "that G — d-— woman who was arrested with the Cuban 
saboteurs in New York." Hall then proceeded to continue his vituper- 
ative attack on Castro and the Cuban CP* He was so agitated that he 
picked up a handful of toothpicks and broke them into bits and then 
tore to shreds some papers he had in his hand.

On 10-23-63, NY 694-S* had a meet with his Soviet principal, 
Aleksey Kolobashkin, Third Secretary, Soviet Mission to theUnited 
Nations. The following pertinent information was obtained as a~ result 
of this meet. <> — 

Request for Assistance from Communist Party. USA, in Soviet

Kolobashkin said the Soviets desired that NY 694-S*- furnish 
them the names and addresses of three reliable white, male Americans in 
the 20-30 age bracket, "progressive" but not associated with the 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) .

It will be recalled that during Hovember, 1962, a 
representative of thfc Central Committee, Communist Party, 
Soviet Union (CPSU), in the course of diFcusBione held in 
Moscow, ViSm, Mtth a representative of th* CPtfSA, had advised 
that the CPSB would reimburse the CPIISA up to $2,000 for 
money given to VEMj£amtS. This money which the Soviets 
would reiml^rse^TtSI^A for was to he used tyf* ®* 
to cover the education cost for her eon, KTOgjS^ffljU fK ia L Jr . , 
who was then a student at the tfnivsnsity of wisc^jjwln* 

As of late 19S2, the money authorised by the Soviets 
to be paid to PKGGT HCMIS by the CPUS* had not been trans- 
mitted to her. An a result, during a contact with 006 HALL, 
General Secretary, CPtfSA, on October 28, 1983, HALL was 
advised that such payments should be made in order to prevent 
any unnecessary complication, particularly criticism fro* 
the Soviets. 

wiille HALL noted he was a little upset with EtHJEHE 
DEWIS, Jr., for his lack of Party activity and also for his 
failure to show up at a recent Party youth meeting in Chicago 9 
be agreed that the payment had to be made, HALL then advised 
that he would be in the San Francisco area some time during 
November, 1963, and would make contact with PEGGY BBHHIS and 
turn over to her the $2,000. The money he would provide to 
her he planned to pick up in Hew Tork City and it would be 
taken from CPtfSA areserve funds. 

Subsequently on October 29, 1963, it was learned 
that X0RRIS CHXLDft of -Chicago had been in telephonic contact 
with PEGGY DKM*IS, San Francisco, on that same date. During 
his conversation vitb her, ho advised her that HALL would bo 
in the area around the middle of Hovambe* and that he would 
have something for her. Instructions were given her at this 
time to be satisfied with what she received, make no complaints 
and not raise any issues with HALL. The admonitions which 
CBILDS gave to SBK1TIS were described by him as being important 
because HALL had expressed dissatisfaction with the recent 
lack of activity m the part of her son, EUGEUE DENHIS, Jr.

During contact with GTJS HALL, General Secretary, fijf 
CPUSA, on Monday, October 14, 1963, at Cleveland, Ohio, HALL ^ ^ 
had in some very strong terms emphasized the immediate need ' :'jjf 
for the investment of idle Party funds and noted that when , -^^ 
in Chicago on or about October 24, 1963, he expected to b4 '\ 
informed of some positive results. He again repeated that he; 
had given CG 5824-S* the authority to invest Party moneys, i 
to put them to work, and that the matter of handling the f ; 
details of such investments was being left solely up to 
CG 5824-S** In view of the pressure placed on him by HALL, 
CG 5824-S* felt that it was now absolutely imperative that 
he move immediately in order not to jeopardize HALL*s confidence 
in him. Thus, upon his return to Chicago on October 15, 1963, 
he commenced immediately to seek something of a limited nature, 
yet something basically substantial, which could be presented 
to HALL as proof that he was carrying out his instructions 
relative to investment of Party funds and was putting such 
Party funds to work and earning Isome' financial return on them.

Previously CG 5324-3* had requested Bureau 
authority and the Bureau had authorized by letter dated 
October IS, 1963, under instant caption, his investing 
of CPUSA reserve funds through various individuals in 
government bonds and other interest bearing accounts. 
CG 5824-S* would have preferred to have followed this 
course of action, but prior to such investment he had to 
locate some responsible individuals, controlled by the 
Party, to make such an investment for him. Since time was 
no?/ of the essence, CG 5824-S* had to take some immediate 
step to prove results and, therefore, did not have time to 
make the necessary contacts to line up individuals to make 
the specifically approved type of investment. 

Therefore, when on October 21, 1963, CG 5824-S* 
learned of a housing development project being undertaken 
by the Chicago firm ofTAdler-Projansky Realty and Insurance, 
Incorporated, 2927 West Touhy, Chicago, Illinois, and that 
they were offering eight per cent interest on investments 
covered by one-year promissory notes, each note scheduled to 
expire October, 1964, he felt this was an opportunity to 
invest a limited amount of Party funds and to show some 
positive return on the investment. The money he invested 
was placed with the firm as his own private funds, but the 

(executed promissory note by Adler-Projansky for the amount 
of $7,500 has been placed in a safe deposit box in which 
he maintains other Party funds. 

CG 5824-S* then advised that he received the 
.invitation to invest in the Adler-Projansky firm solely 
Ion the basis of family connections and that it was made as 
a personal offer to him. The family connection in this 
regard is that CG 5824-S* 1 s wife, CG 6653-S, is an aunt of 
one of the firm's members. However, CG 5824-S* wanted it 
clearly pointed out that it was not a desire of his to aid 
such relative that caused him to choose this specific 
investment and nothing of this nature was involved in the 
transaction. The fact of the matter, according to CG 5824-S*, 
.is that he was given the courtesy of investing because as 
lit finally developed, a greater amount of money was offered 
|to the Adler-Projansky firm for investment at eight per cent 
fthan the firm actually had desired to commit itself to. 
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Therefore, uoso of the offers ox circht per cent loans to 
it had to bo denied by the iim. 

In conclusion, CG 5824-3 * noted that in the future 
he hoped to bo able to avoid any dealing whatsoever v/hich 
night tic into family relationships. Ha felt it was un- 
desirable, but in this specific case there was an emergency 
need to show positive results and, therefore, he had 
proceeded as noted above.

On 11/12/63, there was received at the Chicago 
Office through a confidential post office box in the name 
of NORM HANSEL a communication from CG 5824-S*, which was 
postmarked at Prague, Czechoslovakia, 11/6/63* , This com- 
munication was dated 11/5/63 and contained the 'following 
information in a partially coded text: 

CG 5824-S* requested that an enclosed newspaper 
clipping be furnished to NY 694-S*, stated he was feeling 
fine and was going to leave Prague on that date, 11/5/63, 
en route to Moscow* He commented that the weather in Prague 
was not good with a large amount of smog (which may have 
indicated he had been delayed in his flight to Moscowy ydue (/ 
to bad weather) * CG 5824-S* noted he had seen JgRMANxl^ED ^ 
(Communist Party of Canada representative of "The T/orld ^ 
Marxist Review"), who-fca~<Trecently seht^some letters to n 
NY 694-S* concerning ^A^CJ^l^M^H^SON^ He wrote, ( " 
"That is a problem* I suppose sdmeoWwill have to go to 
see her." Since prior to his departure CG 5824-S* was aware 
of NY 694-S** s overtures in this regard to GUS HALL and 
HALL's negative reaction thereto, the exact significance 
of this comment by CG 5824-S* is unknown*.

"CHARLES PORTER, Oregon/ 1 possibly refers to former^ 
Congressma n CHAR LES Qy^rORTER of_Qregon, Bureau attention is 
invited to New York tetter dated 3/18/59, captioned "Cuban 
Revolutionary Activities, FPM - CUBA,' 1 page 2, paragraph 2, 
of which states that Congressman PORTER has been causing much 
trouble in Cuba, as he has made many visits there since the 
overthrow of the Batista government* 

NY 694-S* stated that the ''MATES' 1 referred to in the 
post-postscript may refer to HE RBERT U^MATTHEWS, the ijNew York 
Times" correspondent whose 1957 "reports to" the "New York Times" 
were alleged ~to "have aided CASTRO in the latter 's efforts to 
take over the Cuban government. 

In view of the hostile relations between the CPUSA 
and the CP of Cuba, NY 694-S* is considering the feasibility 
of arranging that a representative of the Canadian CP visit Cuba, 
ostensibly in behalf of business for the CP of Canada. It is 
NY 694-S*' s thought that a Canadian CP representative could go 
to Cuba and not only make contact with BEATRICE JOHNSON in 
behalf of the CPUSA, but also make contact with Cuban officials 
from whom he might obtain intelligence information. 

Upon GUS HALL's return to New York, NY 694-S* intends 
discussing the above matter with him in order to convince HALL 
that this would be the best means of making contact with 
BEATRICE JOHNSON and obtaining information concerning the 
current Cuban situation.

This is to advise of the briefing CG 5824-S* was given by Gus 
Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), prior to inform- 
ant's departure on 11/1/63 on Solo Mission 14 to the Soviet Union. Hall 
stated informant's mission would have a twofold purpose, (1) to negotiate 
for funds for the CPUSA in 1964 and (2) to ascertain the latest develop- 
ments in the international communist movement. Hall instructed informant 
to take up the following matters with the Soviets. LA . 

Eecent Arrest of Soviet Nationals in the U.S. V . 

Soviets should be informed that the recent arrest of Soviet 
nationals has hurt the CPUSA. Hall feels the Soviets were stupid to get 
themselves involved. Hall mentioned his wife perhaps had the best ans- 
wer when she said, "What do you expect, they don*t even know the secret 
of raising wheat or other crops," Hall feels the arrests were the result 
of a plant by the FBI set up deliberately to embarrass the good relations 
that have been developing between the U.S. and Russia, 

Electronic Devices 

Soviets should be asked if they have anything which the CBUSA b6 
can use to counteract electronic listening devices.

CPUSA members and sympathizers 
are getting over the fear of repression and in order to continue this 
trend it is necessary to conduct a tremendous propaganda campaign designed 
to reach millions. Soviets are to be informed that it was through mass 
media that the CPUSA has been successful in curbing the ultraright. 

CPUSA Membership 

If Soviets bring this matter up, they are to be told that the 

I CPUSA membership is 10,000, and the Party is currently engaged in a 
recruiting campaign placing emphasis on youth and tying it to the Negro 
freedom movement. 

CPUSA 1964 Political Plans 

• The Party will continue its fight against the ultraright. It 

will not endorse the Kennedy administration but some steps will be taken 
toward working for Kennedy's re-election. The Party will campaign against 
the candidacy of Senator Goldwater even before the primaries, 

CPUSA Publications 

The Party will establish a new weekly paper in Chicago with 
the objective of making it a daily paper at a later date.

Comment: My memorandum of 10/28/63 pointed out that the Soviets,

Communist Party of China 

While it cannot be proven, it is felt that the Chinese are 
financially supporting Trotsky ite groups in the U.S. This appears 
evident by virtue of the recent increase in circulation of the organs 
of these groups* The Soviets should be told not to become alarmed as 
the CPUSA is fighting these Trotsky ite groups and is confident it will 
defeat them. 

Foreign Propaganda Circulated in the U.S. 

Soviets should be told that foreign communist literature cir- 
culated in the U.S. is a "flop."

EefYairtel 11/14/63 concerning the recent request 
by Kolobashkin that m 694-S* furnish hln the names and 
addresses of 3 reliable white male Americans in the 20-30 ^

The Bureau has given careful consideration to the 
feasibility of 694-S* recruiting for or referring to the 
Soviets individuals for possible intelligence assignments. 
The potential advantages of our control of such an operation 
are many; however, any implementation of such an operation 
must insure the continued security of our highly placed 
informants "JY 694-S* and CG 5824- S*. 

It is proposed that you consider the use of 5 cut 
outs' cr intermediaries to recruit 5 ' individuals for referral 
to the Soviets by m 694-S*. The use of a "cut ©utj s if 
feasible, would serve as a buffer between the informant and 
the Russians in the event the ' recruits' 5 were compromised. 
The intermediaries considered for use should be experienced 
and trusted confidants of :3Y 694-S* such as Irving Potash,

To institute such an operation, the prospective 
* f reeruit fs would be briefed and directed to make contact 
with the intermediary selected by you after consulting 
with the informant. Although the "recruit" should only have 
knowledge that it is in the Bureau's interest that he make 
this contact, it will be important that he convey the 
desired impression to the intermediary. For example, 
the '^recruit* 6 could bring himself to the attention of a 
selected intermediary as a possible source of funds or 
as a person to be considered in. connection with the Party's 
current interest in business investments. Or, he could 
contact one of the intermediaries active ia the Party 
organisationally as a progressive who wants to help but 
who, for logical reasons, could not be directly affiliated 
with the Party. After the "recruit** has made sufficient 
contact with the intermediary, m 694 -S* would be directed 
to make suitable inquiry of the intermediary seeking the 
Identity of a person who happened to have many of the 
qualifications offered by the "recruit." With good planning

A second procedure you may desire to consider 
Would be to have our "recruit" take some action which would 
logically enable him to come to the attention of NY 694- S*. 
He could direct a letter to the "National Guardian" or even 
to a legitimate newspaper espousing an extremely progressive 
line and, thereafter, the informant could contact one of 
the intermediaries to have the latter make inquiries regarding 
the "recruit' 5 or to interview the *"recruit n to determine 
his "reliability."* In this matter the intermediary would 
do the investigation and make the recommendation, thus . 
protecting 'M. 694- S*. The recruit could be logically called 
to the attention of NY 694- S* in many Imaginative ways. 
Even an advertisement in the "National Guardian 19 by our 
recruit seeking a roommate or offering an item for sale 
would be enough to give m 694* a pretext to logically 
request an intermediary to make . further inquiries. 

You should also consider the desirability of 
having NY 694- S* solicit from one of his, "intermediary" 
associates at least one legitimate recruit. If such a 
person were to be referred to him and he were to pass 
the identity of this individual to the Soviets, we would 
have the advantage of the knowledge of a potential intelligence 
agent* We would then be in a position to control what name 
or names of legitimate recruits are passed to the Soviet* 
and such action possibly would ^pave the way* 1 for the future 
referral of our ' "a&iected" recruit.

In view of this fact, I have authorized SAC Marl in Johnson in Chicago 
to send to Los Angeles to meet CG 5824-S* the two Agents who handle 
him regularly in Chicago, Richard Hansen and Walter Boyle. By doing 
this CG 5824-S* can be much more rapidl$Jrbriefed and the material 
prepared and relayed to the Bureau, in particular, we are in a hurry 
to get any information relating to the reaction of Soviet Russia to the 
assassination of President Kennedy. / \

During Solo Mission 13 in mid-1963, CG 5824-S* was furnish 
certain information by Laurence Sharkey, General Secretary, Communist 
Party of Australia (CPA), while visiting in Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
This information was to the effect that one (first name unknown) Hill, 
a member of the Political Bureau, CPA, had supported the Chinese 
position in the Sino-Soviet ideological dispute. As a result, Hill 
received and accepted an invitation to visit Peking, China. After 
his arrival in Peking, Hill made public statements in support of the 
Communist Party of China. Because of his endorsement of the Chinese 
position, the CPA expelled Hill from the Party. Hill's expulsion 
subsequently resulted in approximately 50 to 60 other members* leaving 
the CPA and jqining with Hill's faction. The above information was 
furnished by 'iSf^jJewpSt" letter to CIA 9/20/63. 

f/y By letter 11/15/63 CIA made reference to our letter and 
encivpsed^a number of newspaper clippings from Australia dated between 
June -and ^September, 1963, which contained similar information. CIA 
noted^tha#,the information had appeared in the public press and 
believed the Bureau would wish to consider downgrading or declassifying] 
our 9/20/63- letter. ' J 


COMMENT; 


Our letter to CIA revealed that one of our sources had 
recently learned the above information from an official of the CPA. 
At the time we disseminated this information, we had no knowledge 
that it had appeared in the public press. The fact remains, however, 
that our letter, itp CIA does reveal a connection between one of our 
sources an$ <a# official of th'^^PA. To downgrade or declassify our 
letter would seriously jeopardize Cjg {S8£4-&*, one of our most 
sensitive, sources,, since CIA could theri^&slsseminate the information 
rom a reliable source; in ..the FBI .

You will recall that in late^OcfSber, 1963, the Soviets 
advised the CPUSA that the Soviet Uzbek Society of Friendship and 
Cultural Relations desires to invite to the Soviet Union in November, 
1963, a delegation of seven Negro leaders from the United States for 
a visit of one month's duration. The Soviets requested the, CPUSA to 
furnish the names of the Negro leaders to be included in tliis delega- 
tion. CG 5824-S*, prior to his departure on a Solo mission' to the 
Soviet Union on 11/1/63, was instructed by Gus Hall, CPUSA General 
Secretary, to tell the Soviets that CPUSA functionaries James Jackson 
and Ben Davis are in the process of lining up Negroes to be inclu$ed j 
in the delegation. jfjj^ 

On 11/14/63, Arnold Johnson, CPUSA Public Relations Director, 
advised NY 694-S* that the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C, is hold- 
ing seven visas for the Negroes the CPUSA is to select to visit the 
Soviet Union. Johnson indicated that the Soviets are extremely anxious 
that the Negroes visit the Soviet Union as soon as possible and that, 
they be£ "outstanding Negro leaders." /yiffid^ 

~ Johnson advised he inquired of James Jackson what r w^s gbeing 
dbne w^rth respect to this matter and Jackson replied, "not a damn- 
thing.-!?- Jackson stated that receiving an invitation froia\; f the Uzbek 
Soviets- was like Negroes in the North of the United Stages receiving 
an invitation to go South and pick cotton." Jackson expressed his 
indignation that the invitation was for Negroes to visit Southern 
Russia rather than Moscow. He suggested that perhaps the Soviets were 
ashamed of inviting Negroes to Moscow. 

In view of Jackson* s reaction, Johnson decided not to dis-

decision with respect to what should be done about sending a Negro 
delegation to the USSR. Johnson expressed the opinion that six 
months ago the invitation would have been accepted without comment, 
but today the Negroes, communists or otherwise, are so sensitive 
with respect to the racial situation that a matter such as this 
can become an extremely important issue. Johnson indicated that 
most likely no Negro delegation would go to the Soviet Union in 
view of the nature of the Soviets* invitation, 

OBSERVATIONS: 

Jackson's indignation over the nature of the Soviets' 
invitation is probably due to the fact that the Soviet Republic of 
Uzbek is located in the extreme southern portion of the USSR. The 
Uzbeks are people of Turkish origin who have largely abandoned 
nomadic life for agriculture and town life. The Uzbek Society of 
friendship and Cultural Relations, the group inviting a Negro dele- 
gation to the USSR, was founded in 1958 by the Society of Uzbek for 
the purpose of strengthening friendship and cultural cooperation of 
the people of the USSR with all people of the world, in particular 
the strengthening of cultural exchanges between the United States 
and the Uzbek people. 

ACTION: 

For information. We have previously advised the Attorney 
General, State and Central Intelligence Agency of the fact that the 
Soviets, through the CPUSA, desire to have a Negro delegation visit 
the USSR. The matter of sending a Negro delegation to the USSR will 
not be resolved until Gus Hall, who is currently touring Party Dis- 
tricts throughout the United States, returns to New York. The date 
of Hall's return is indefinite; however, it is anticipated he will 
return on or before 11/23/63. We will continue to follow this matter 
closely and keep you advised of all pertinent developments.

INTERNAL SECURITY - COMMUNIST 


During the course of Solo Mission 13 in August, 1963, 
CG 5i824-S* had occasion to hold confidential discussions with repre- 
sentatives of the International Department of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) concerning the 
sending of Negro delegations to the Soviet Union. 

In the way of background, CG 5824-S*, prior to departing on 
his Solo Mission, was instructed by Gus Hall, General Secretary, t 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), to advise the CPSU that the CPUSA is 
endeavoring to unite the Negro and the working class in the 
United States by. emphasizing such issues as shorter hours, more jobs, 

land the effects of automation. Hall further instructed CG 5824-8* to 
determine why the Soviets have not invited a Negro delegation to visit 
the Soviet Union, especially since the present Negro movement is a 

"movement that the world has not seen the likes of before." 


Pursuant to Hall's request, CG 5824-S* conveyed the above 
thoughts to officials of the CPSU. The CPSU leaders replied that any'' 
Negro delegation, "if decent and good," can be sent to the Soviet Uniori 
at any time. However, the CPSU officials noted it would not be advisa- 
ble to send such a delegation after November, since Moscow, Russia, at 
that time is extremely cold and the Negroes would probably suffer 
unbearably from the effects of such weather.

SOVIET AID TO THE PEOPLES

In early December, 1963, a source, who has fur- 
nished reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

During November, 1963, it was learned that the 
Central Committee, Communist Party, Soviet Union (CPSU) , 
maintains a file concerning the differences between the 
CPSU and the CP of China. Included in this file is a 
document entitled "Soviet Aid to China," the essence of 
which is as follows: 

The disinterested fraternal aid given by the Soviet 
Union to China was truly all-embracing. The Soviet Government 
strived to comply to the utmost with the requests of the 
Chinese leadership* This resulted in a mighty industry based 
on modern technology set up in China, In 1959, the Chinese 
leadership stated, "The fraternal friendship and all-around 
aid and cooperation between the peoples of China and the 
Soviet Union serve the fundamental interests of the peoples 
of both countries ," and "The victory of the Chinese revolution 
and the successes in the building of socialism are part and 
parcel of the fraternal support and aid on the part of the 
great peoples of the Soviet Union. The Chinese people are 
deeply grateful to the Soviet Union for its support and aid." 

While helping to establish and strengthen the 
Chinese socialist state set up national industry and a modern 
defense industry in China, the Soviet people, loyal to their 
international duty, conscientiously denied themselves very 
many prime necessities and experienced serious sacrifices. 




SOVIET AID TO THE PEOPLES

The volume of economic ties between the USSR and 
the Peoples Republic of China (PRC) almost doubled in the 
period 1953-1959, while the volume of Soviet deliveries for 
Chinese industrial projects grew eightfold* All in all, 
the Soviet Union lent technical assistance and helped to 
build 198 modern industrial enterprises in China. 

The operating large-scale enterprises erected or 
modernized with the technical cooperation of the Soviet 
Union include the Anshan Steel Works, Wuhan Steel T/orks, 
Changchien Automobile Plant, the tractor, bearing and mining 
equipment plants in Loyang, the electrical engineering, 
turbine and boiler plants in Harbin, the synthetic rubber 
factory and oil refinery in Lanchow, the nitrate fertilizer 
plants in Kirin and Taiyun, the shale-processing factories 
in Fusbun, the Heavy Engineering lYorks in Fulaerhchi, and 
a number of high capacity power stations, aircraft factories 
and other specialized plants. 

The production capacities of enterprises built 
with the help of the USSR and put into operation by the 
beginning of 1961 amounted to the following;

The aggregate capacity of turbines put into opera- 
tion at power stations equaled 3,250,000 kilowatts. 

In 1960, the share of enterprises built up with 
the technical assistance of the Soviet Union in total volume 
of industrial output in China accounted for 30 per cent in 
pig iron, 39 per cent in steel, 51 per cent in rolled metal, 
SO per cent in lorries, 91 per cent in tractors, 30 per cent 
in synthetic ammonium, 25 per cent in electric power, 55 per 
cent in steam and hydraulic turbines, 19 per cent in generators, 
25 per cent in aluminum, 11 per cent in heavy engineering, etc., 
of the aggregate production of the PRC. 

In 1959, the newspaper "Jen Min Jih Pao Tt wrote, 
"These plants played a decisive role in creating the founda- 
tions for heavy industry in China* s industrialization in the 
period of the first five-year plan. They not only considerably

boosted the production potential of our industry, which 
resulted in it starting to put out such goods as it could 
not manufacture before, but also helped it train a sizeable 
.number of technical personnel. The aid given by the Soviet 
j Union to the economic upbuilding of our country is unprecedented 
\±n history, both in quantity and scale." 

In the period 1950-1980, 8,500 qualified Soviet 
specialists were sent to the PRC to render technical aid. 
In the same period, 1,500 specialists were sent to China to 

!give a helping hand in science, higher education, public 
health, and other fields. The Soviet Union did this although 
in dire need of such specialists. About 10,000 Chinese 
(engineers, technicians, skilled specialists and researchers 
received practical training at Soviet factories, construction 
I sites, design offices and research institutes. 

In the course of ten odd years, the Soviet Union 
handed over to China, actually gratis, some 21,000 sets of 
\ scientific and technical documentation, which were the 
* result of tremendous progress in the USSR accumulated for 
many years. The PRC would not be able to get this documenta- 
tion costing billions of dollars anywhere. Among the 
documentations handed over to China were the specifications 
and drawings for 1,400 large-scale enterprises. 

Whole branches of industry - aircraft, automobile 
and tractor, aluminum, power and heavy engineering, instrument- 
making, radio, various chemical industries - have been set up 
in the PRC with the help of the Soviet Union. Big capacities 
have been put into operation in metallurgy, in power and 
other industries. The USSR helped China lay the foundations 
of atomic industry. Of great importance, notably, was the 
Soviet technical and scientific assistance in nuclear physics 
research and the erection in 1958 with Soviet aid of China* s 
first experimental atomic reactor and cyclotron.

The Soviet Union granted the PRC loans adding up 
to 1,774,000,000 rubles (in new currency) on favorable 
terms. Because of economic difficulties in China, the Soviet 
Union deferred debt and interest payments for five years. 
On its own initiative, the Soviet Union provided China 
interest-free loans of 500,000 tons of raw sugar valued at 
41,600,000 rubles, with 100,000 tons to be returned in 1964 
and 1965 each, and 150,000 tons in 1966 and 1967 each. In 
1961, also on its own initiative, the Soviet Government 
proposed providing the PRC with 1,000,000 tons of grain at a 
time convenient for China, Of this amount, 300,000 tons were 
shipped in the spring of 1962 at the request of the PRC.

During November, 1963, Timur Timofeev, Deputy

presently engaged in carrying out a program of interviewing 
all Soviet experts and technicians who had ever worked in the 
People's Republic of China, The CPSU is debriefing such 
individuals in order to secure every bit of information 
possible with the purpose in mind of attempting to determine 
if there might be a possibility of the establishment today in 
the People T s Republic of China of an opposition to the present 
leadership.

He stalfe^lfha^^rl-Marx — 
split the First International after founding it, Engels 
started the Second International and Lenin split away from it 
because of its opportunism, but the sky did not fall on account 
of this, Lenin was a minority and yet he founded the Third 
International and put the world communist movement onto the 
right path.

Today there are 90 Communist and Workers Parties, 
but in the opinion of the Chinese leaders, they, including 
the CPSU, are infected with opportunism and revisionism, 
and if the world communist movement disintegrates, the sky 
will not fall on account of that either. TENG stated, "The 
[Communist Party of China has taken a principled stand and no 
[matter what happens, will go its own way." 

Sharkey was shocked by the lack of principle and 
the Chinese cynicism dismayed him. The manner in which they 
contradicted their own arguments of a year or two before left 
him gasping. 

TENG said that CHOU En-lai left the 22nd Congress 
not because of work at home, but in protest against the CPSU 
stand on Albania. In the future, he said, the CPC will not 
send fraternal delegates to congresses of other Parties and 
they will not participate in any international meetings of 
the Communist and Workers Parties. 

Sharkey said that in I960, the CPC had said that 
the peace movement was worthless and even reactionary and 
that the CPSU policy of peaceful coexistence will lead to 
"conciliation with capitalism and opportunism." During a 
previous talk, TENG had said that the testing of a 50-megaton 
bomb by the Soviet Union had been "harmful" because it had 
caused confusion among the peace supporters and had brought 
a split in the unity of the world communist movement. 

When economic relations between the USSR and China 
were discussed, TENG said that the Chinese were paying for 
everything down to the last screw, and were paying a higher 
price than any other country. That is why, he declared, the 
Chinese are forced to buy wheat in Australia and Canada.

T/hen Sharkey wanted to discuss basic problems or 
problems touched upon at the 22nd Congress, the Chinese 
swept aside all arguments and declared, "Everything the 
Soviet comrades do is bad*" TENG added that the Chinese 
"do not believe a word the Russians say and do not want to 
believe them* 11 

TENG tried to foist onto the Australian comrades 
a thousand copies of a book on Stalin written by some 
Trotskyite and which was widely circulating in the USA and 
other capitalist countries. Sharkey refused. 

In order not to listen to anymore anti-Soviet 
tirades of the Chinese, the Australian CP delegation left 
China after only a 48-hour stay on this occasion. Upon his 
return to Australia, Sharkey reported to his Party concerning 
the 22nd Congress of the CPSU and his talks with the CPC in 
Peking , 

Sharkey cannot explain or understand the reasons 
for the change in the position of the CPC leaders. Although 
in their talks the Chinese exhibited their dissatisfaction 
in regard to their economic relations with the CPSU, Sharkey 
believes that this is not the real reason for their present 
position. 

During the Peking talks, the Chinese leaders had 
told him that the Soviet Union provided China with armaments, 
including submarines and radar installations. However, 
according to the Chinese comrades, the Soviet Union had tried 
to get control over these armaments and in this way tried to 
establish its control over China. For instance, the Chinese 
comrades told the Australian delegation that the Soviet Union 
had tried to use its submarines to gain control over the 
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Chinese seaboard and to keep operations of radar installations 
in its own hands. This suspicion of the Soviet Union by the 
Chinese, in Comrade Sharkey's opinion, has its origin in 
Chinese nationalism and in their mistrust of all white people, 
including the Soviet people*

In early December, 1963, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

During November, 1963, it was learned that the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
(CC, CPSU), maintains a file concerning the differences be- 
tween the CPSU and the CP of China (CPC). Included in this 
file is a document entitled "From the Record of K, S. 
Khrushchev's Speech at a Lunch Given on the Occasion of the 
Departure of Comrade LIU Hsiao, Ambassador of the Peoples 
Republic of China to the USSR on October 14, 1962. " The 
entire Presidium of the CPSU was present for this speech. 
The essence of this document is as follows; 

"We are gathered here to mark the departure of 
Comrade LIU Hsiao, Ambassador of the Peoples Republic of 
China (PRC), because we attach great importance to relation- 
ships between the CPSU and the CPC. Our countries are two 
great socialist states guided by our two parties. A strong 
and durable friendship between the USSR and the PRC is the 
most important condition for the cohesion and unity of the 
entire socialist camp. The CPSU and the USSR are, for their 
part, doing everything necessary to strengthen close ties 
and friendly relations with the PRC and the CPC. 

"I must say frankly that up to 1958 we had very 
good relations with the CPC and its leadership. Nothing 
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better could be desired, nothing clouded these relations. 
Since 1958 there has been a change. These relations became 
colder and that situation continues to this day. In the 
opinion of our party, this does not benefit either our two 
parties and countries or the world communist movement and 
working class movement. 

"Our common enemies, the imperialists, are trying 
to take advantage of the present situation to drive a wedge 
between the CPSU and the CPC, between the USSR and the PRC. 
After 1058, when relations between our two countries deteri- 
orated, the imperialists began to foster hopes that it would 
be easier for them to carry out their aggressive plans against 
the socialist camp. True enough, our forces had not been 
weakened by this, no matter what the imperialists think. As 
individual countries, we have remained strong. ¥hen we are 
together, however, our forces grow in geometric progression. 
It is not merely the arithmetic addition of two forces, but 
forces multiplied a hundred fold, We should always remember 
this, 

"We constitute a mighty force for the imperialists 
and are conducting an offensive all along the line while the 
imperialists are on the defensive all along the line - in 
economics, science, technology and matters military. They 
based their hopes for salvation on a possible rupture between 
the Russians and the Chinese, The Chinese comrades and we are 
well acquainted with the articles in the bourgeois press on 
this subject and with every type of action on the part of the 
imperialists aimed at worsening the relations between our 
parties and countries. It is quite obvious that only the 
imperialists stand to gain from a deterioration of relations 
between our two countries. They do not hesitate to employ 
all available means . 

"We had a meeting with the French politicians, 
Shmuttlein and Paul Reynaud, who passed through the USSR on 
their way from China. They talked of the existence of a 
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"yellow peril" from the East, meaning China (other countries 
including Japan were included). I dealt them a sharp rebuff 
and told them we are united on class lines and Marxism- 
Leninism, for the prevention of war, against imperialism, 
and for the victory of socialism. 

"I can cite facts proving that the capitalist press 
wants to bring disunity into the relations between our two 
countries and parties, Tfe must, however, very resolutely say 
that there are no grounds, no reasons, for disputes and 
differences between our parties and countries. We have no 
disputes over territories and frontiers, 

"As far as the question of the building of socialism 
and communism in each of our countries, or in any other 
socialist country, is concerned it is the internal affair of 
each country, each people, each Communist Party, The CPC has 
a better knowledge of conditions in its own country and we in 
ours. The same applies to any Communist Party guiding socialist 
construction. For this reason there are no grounds for inter- 
fering in the internal affairs of Communist Parties which are 
directing their countries. 

"17e know that the PRC is experiencing certain 
economic difficulties at the present time, but we are sure 
these difficulties will be overcome and the Chinese people 
will with even greater energy continue building a socialist 
society, 

"Our practical work demands unity and cohesion of 
our ranks, We know that the present state of relations between 
the CPC and the CPSU is creating no little difficulty for many 
Communist Parties, especially for those in the capitalist 
countries. Bourgeois propaganda is playing up Soviet-Chinese 
relations in every possible way and is spreading all sorts of 
provocative rumors among communists. Tfe are strong and you too 
can live in this atmosphere. Some of our fraternal parties 
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are not strong and find themselves in a serious position. 
They respect China and the Soviet Union, ¥e have to under- 
stand this and not provide nourishment for our enemies. Let 
us open a clean new page to restore relations to the condition 
as it existed before 1958. Let us not rake over old matters* 
If we start to explain who did this and when, who started to 
breach good relations, we shall again get stuck in a tangle 
of differences and that would cause new disputes and discus- 
sions and lead to further worsening of relations. Of course, 
that would not be to our common interest, 

"You know we have always supported and still support 
the PRC in international affairs. T/hen there was a threat of 
an attack on the PRC in the summer of this year and earlier, 
we announced resolutely and confirm it again today that we 
regard an attack on China as an attack on the Soviet Union and 
shall deal the aggressor a crushing blow. 

Tt We must strengthen our forces, We occupy active 
positions in respect to the imperialists. For the first time 
in the history of the world communist movement, the working 
class possesses material strength that is no less than that 
of the imperialists. We have good prospects. Our economy, 
science and technology are flourishing. In space exploration 
we hold first place. When we sent up the first Sputnik the 
Americans promised to do the same in five years. Today, al- 
though they have launched satellites and space ships, they 
still have to admit that they lag behind the Soviet Union. 
I do not want to boast but I must say that we have laid a good 
foundation for further successes in the conquest of space. 
Not everything is going well with us, of course, and we still 
have our shortcomings. 

"I should like to repeat once more that there would 
be much better conditions for the development of the revolu- 
tionary movement throughout the world if the cold were driven 
out of the relations between our parties and our countries and 
its place taken by warmth. 
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"We sincerely wish the CC, CPC, and the government 
of the PRC the very best success in the building of socialism 
and the strengthening of the PRC.

During mid-November, 1963, Vitaly Korianov, a 
Deputy to Boris N. Ponomarev, a member of the Secretariat 
and Head of the International Department, Central Committee, 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) , was heard to make 
a number of comments relating to recent Communist Party of 
China (CPC) activities, the essence of which is as follows: 

When the Baathist coup d'etat occurred recently 
in Iraq and that regime took power and began to pursue the 
war against the Kurds, the Soviet Union stopped giving the 
Iraqis fuel, spare parts, and the like for their military 
forces. The thought behind this was that it would have the 
effect of slowing down the war in Kurdistan. However, 
shortly thereafter, the Peoples Republic of China (PRC) 
proposed that they supply the Baathist regime with fuel, 
arms and other supplies. The Baathist regime accepted the 
PRC offer and the Chinese followed through on it. 

Since the PRC had a supply of obsolete Soviet arms 
formerly utilized by their own armed forces but subsequently 
replaced by newer weapons purchased mostly from Great Britain, 
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they sent such obsolete armaments which bore Soviet markings 
to Iraq. This was a provocation by the CPC and the PRC so 
that it could be said later that the Soviet Union had 
supplied the weapons which were used to fight the Kurds. 

The Chinese are also shipping our .weapons and old 
spare parts to other revolutionary groups in other parts 
of the world. We don't know where they will show up next. 
This provocative action on the part of the CPC has resulted 
in embarrassment to the Soviet Union.

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, in early December, 1963, advised as follows; 

The person presently in charge of the Latin American 
Section of the International Department of the Central 
Committee, Communist Party (CP) of Czechoslovakia, and who is 
responsible for the dealings with all Communist Parties in 
Latin America is one Zenick Wagner. In addition to his fore- 
going responsibility, Wagner also acts as the alternate 
contact with the CP, USA during the absence of (first name 
unknown) Jandik, who has this regularly assigned responsibility, 

Wagner is approximately five feet ten inches tall, 
32 to 34 years of age, of medium build and has dark hair. He 
speaks English extremely well, and the Spanish language is like 
a mother tongue to him. He has travelled widely in both 
Central and South America, and it is definitely known that he 
has been to both Cuba and Chile. Wagner appears to be very 
competent and well trained for his work. He exhibits a great 
amount of initiative and is hopeful for a future assignment 
abroad.

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OF THE SOVIET UNION, RELATING TO SOVIET-SINO 
RELATIONS 


A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, in early December, 1963, advised as follows: 

In mid-November, 1963, Boris N. Ponomarev, a 
member of the Secretariat and Head of the International 
Department, Central Committee, Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union (CPSU) , gave on behalf of the Central Com- 
mittee, CPSU, a report dealing with the current status 
of the Soviet-Sino differences to a representative of the 
Communist Party, USA (CP, USA) . The essence of Ponomarev f s 
remarks at this time was as follows: 

"Have no illusions that the Communist Party of 
China (CPC) and the CPSU will agree* However, there may 
be some effort to improve relations with the Chinese. 

"We know many Parties have been hurt by the 
Chinese. For this reason we are trying to use the tactic 
of trying to help other Parties by muzzling this thing; 
that is, the vocal expressions by the CPC and their attacks 
on other Parties. However, the CPC has just published another 
book 'Two Lines of War and Peace' which is in our opinion 
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"diametrically opposed to our concept of international develop- 
ments as related to peaceful coexistence and disarmament. 

"We had hoped that during the Summer, 1963 meeting 
with the CPC we would have obtained some positive results 
from our get together. Our line at that time was to defend 
and fight for the general line of the movement and to avoid 
any split. Comrade Khrushchev has tried to do everything 
possible to avoid a split. We went to the July meetings with 
the outlook of not to pour oil onto the fire. We hoped that . 
a thorough, comradely discussion with the Chinese could find 
a common language. 

"We want to remind you Comrades in the CP, USA that 
since the 81-Party Conference in 1960 continuous efforts 
have been made by us to minimize the differences between 
us and the CPC and our effort has been a continuing one 
to avoid a split. 

"After the Si-Party Conference had been concluded 
in 1960, Comrade Khrushchev spoke to a high Party school held 
in Moscow, January, 1961. At this time Comrade Khrushchev 
was asked many questions. One of these questions was framed 
as follows: f Tell us, who was the victor at the Si-Party 
meeting? Did our line win out or did the CPC? 1 In response, 
Comrade Khrushchev said, 'Do not place the question in that 
way. At the Conference there were no victors, no losers, the 
majority adopted our principled line but always keep in mind 
that all Parties present signed the statement. 1 

"Then on November 7 of that year at our celebration 
Comrade Khrushchev again suggested that we ought to try to 
stop polemics between us and the CPC and perhaps normalize 
relations with the CPC as well as with the Peoples Republic 
of China (PRC) . 

"As you well know, Comrade Khrushchev and other 
leading members of our Party met with Chinese Ambassador 
LIU Hsiao when he left for China in the Fall of 1962. The

"purpose of this was another effort by the CPSU to normalize 
relations. We have a document on this and I hope you get a 
chance to see it. The CPSU used the occasion of the Chinese 
Ambassador's departure to once again extend the hand of 
friendship. Comrade Khrushchev said, 'Let us give them our 
hand of friendship, let us start anew and work like we did 
for the past twelve years. 1 Well, it looks like we did all 
the talking, the Chinese did not say a word in answer. Our 
aim at that time and as it still is was not to widen the 
split, but our efforts were interpreted by the CPC as a sign 
of weakness. They followed our efforts by continuing their 
old line and by publishing their article entitled, 'Workers 
of All Countries Unite , Oppose Our Common Enemy . ' 

"The Chinese think all CPs in the world are 
opportunists and, therefore, are going ahead with their 
efforts to split all the Parties if they can. This is one 
reason why I had asked you if their action has had an 
effect upon you. 

"The point that is most disgraceful is the CPC's 
ideological attack on the Soviet Union. In this way, they 
are calling for a split in the socialist community. Of 
course, they claim they are only against the leadership 
but we know they are against the CPSU and the Soviet Union. 
We know that where in the past they treated our people 
with respect, they are now very insulting to them. 

"Regarding the prospect of an international meeting 
which you raised. We have given a lot of thought to this 
idea. What would be the positive and what would be the 
negative results in calling such a meeting? At this moment, 
I would say that the negative would stand out. It would 
mean an open split. This would mean a split not only of 
Communist and Workers Parties but a split of the socialist 
camp as well. They, the CPC, in the event of such a conference 
and/ or split, would have only ten to twelve Parties with them. 
This does not seem like much but nevertheless it would mean 
a separation. 
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"What are the positive features for holding such 
a conference?. Well, events the way they are moving now, 
are giving the CPs opportunities such as have never existed 
"before. Some Parties are afraid they can't utilize this 
situation if we speed the split. 

"When we analyze the entire situation, we can come 
to only one conclusion* We cannot become reconciled with 
the principles of the Chinese and we see no reconciliation 
with the Chinese. We shall stand hy our Marxist -Leninist 
principles and we will not compromise these. The CPC also 
stands pat, but they have no defensive argument. They are 
doing things in the world movement, the like of which has 
never been done before. They resort to lies, distortions, 
and they take the wrong unprincipled line. 

"Well, what about the question of a conference 
as such? We had no intention of calling a conference as 
such at the time of the 46th Anniversary of our revolution. 
Although at the time of this anniversary Comrade Khrushchev 
again said, 'Let us see if we can't cut down polemics. Let 
us have another effort without illusions to avoid an open 
split.' In any case, to call an early world meeting would 
not do. We need a lot of time for that. First, we must 
try before such a world Party meeting to have a meeting with 
the CPC. This would be done to also see if we could not 
work out some manner of getting together with them if a 
conference was called. Once again I would point out we would 
do this without sacrificing any Marxist-Leninist principles. 
Then, secondly, in the case of the CPC continuing its struggles 
against the general line of the world movement and we are 
ready to call a conference, we need time to prepare for the 
drafting of documents and would consult your Party as well 
as all other Parties on this. Therefore, we could not hold 
a meeting without your Party knowing and such a conference 
will not come within the near future. I would summarize 
our position on a conference as follows: 
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"First, we are against a split in the communist 
movement; yet, at the same time a fear of a split will not 
cause us to give in on any principled matter. We will 
continue to fight for our line and the world communist 
movement . 

"The CPC has its strategic plan to split all the 
CPs and establish CPs under their own leadership. They are 
going about this very gingerly where they can in any country. 
They are seeking to split off from five to ten people from 
such Parties and then they call them a Party. Already, we 
have examples of this in Brazil, Chile, Belgium, Switzerland, 
and other countries. When these groups then assume the title 
of the Party, the CPC will argue that if a conference is 
held why not invite the real Marxist -Leninist Parties. This 
action by the CPC is much worse than anything the Trotskyists 
ever did. That is why it is very important to expose them. 

"We of the CPSU are constantly thinking of the 
other Parties and their problems. May be your Party can also 
do something along this line. Instead of waiting for such 
a conference to be held, may be you can make some appeals 
to the CPC and make the suggestion against any action that 
would lead to a splitting of the Parties and the movement 
and also to the needs for holding a conference to adjust the 
differences. This type of an appeal can be made on the basis 
that a meeting ismecessary for the unity of the movement and 
at the same time would show the Chinese that they are achieving 
no results from their splitting actions. So far the Chinese 
have tried to use every type of conference held, like the 
Women's, Asian-African Solidarity, and Peace, but have always 
been defeated. 

"Some Parties like the Italian are in favor of 
bilateral contact between the CPC and the CPSU. They feel 
that the calling of any kind of meeting would be characterized 
by the CPC as splitting. The Italians do not want to give the 
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"Chinese an argument. They feel that we should let them 
bring the split as time is on our side. 

"Let the various Parties bring their influence 
to bear and contact individual Parties and explain the 
international situation. It is up to each Party to create 
its own contacts. The individual CPs will have to work out 
the basis of persuasion. The majority of the Parties are 
not pro-Chinese j however, yet we must realize that the 
Chinese continue to fight and have not been moved by any 
argument. Principles to them do not appear to matter. 

"There are some Parties that now agree with the 
Chinese. The question arises here, how come until the CPC 
moved in, some of these same Parties could not be bought 
or influenced by the bourgeoisie. Obviously, the CPC suc- 
ceeded where the bourgeoisie failed. Therefore, contact 
with such Parties, to be of any use, cannot be limited to 
the leadership but must be established with broad sections 
of the membership. In some of these Parties there are 
leaders who say they have the same views that we have but 
that their leadership does not and, in reality, fights us. 

"You inquired concerning the reaction of the CPC 
to the latest moves of the CPSU; that is, the suggestion 
for the discontinuance of open polemics. Well, they have 
not responded. Most Parties, especially those under attack 
by the Chinese, did not propose the stopping of polemics 
and, therefore, we say to these Parties we have no objections 
to your continuing them. The CPC has created for many Parties 
situations which make it impossible for them not to respond 
to the CPC attacks. For example, how can the CP, USA or the 
CP of France stop their polemics without giving up principles? 
For us the situation is different. We control the press, 
we have one governing party and the only party in the country. 
We can control polemics and the degree of their sharpness. 
However, in the case of the CP, USA, where the Party is con- 
stantly being persecuted and under a barrage of bourgeoisie 
propaganda, it would be much more difficult for the Party to 
stop polemics then it would be for the ruling party. 
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"One argument of the enemy is that there are no 
national CPs. The CPC says that the CP, USA is an agent 
of Moscow. So,. now, when Moscow asks that polemics subside 
or stop and if your Party mechanically stops such polemics 
without consideration of principles, this would indicate to 
them you were following the baton of Moscow. So, if you see 
no need to stop polemics, why should you stop them now with 
the CPC? Besides, the CPC is acting in a way that it seems 
to us we may have to intensify our own polemics. We propose 
to stop but the Chinese are not listening. We can say our 
hands are clean. If they continue them, we may have to say 
to all Parties let*s get together and decide what to do. 

"The Chinese haven't the slightest understanding 
as to what is happening in the capitalist countries today 
but at the same time they are establishing closer relations 
with the capitalist countries and class. For example, this 
is happening in Japan, England, France, and West Germany. 
Their effort to get together with the capitalist class in 
such countries is gaining momentum. I want to use this 
occasion to point out to your Party that some United States 
monopolies are also establishing closer ties with the Chinese. 
They are doing this through establishments in Japan and other 
places . 

"During the 14th Anniversary celebration of the 
PRC, the Chinese used the Soviet exhibition grounds for a 
Japanese exhibit. The Japanese spent a lot of money setting 
up and during this exhibit. It is known that among those 
Japanese corporations present there were quite a few Japanese 
firms negotiating for United States companies and they were 
seeking to sell complete factories to the Chinese that would 
have originated in the United States. 

"France recently sent some mission to China. George 
Picheau (phonetic), a representative of French business, was 
recently received by Premier CHOU En-lai of the PRC and he was 
very attentive to this Tepresentative of French business. 
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"CHOU En-lai told this representative of French business 
that France should not be worried about their recognition 
of Formosa. He then suggested that perhaps the French not 
only might be interested in opening a trade mission in 
Peking but also possibly an embassy. If France was not 
ready for diplomatic relations on an embassy level, CHOU 
En-lai noted that the trade mission could act with 
ambassadorial powers. After the above visit, a former 
French minister followed with a visit to China. 

"China and Japan have also been extending their 
trade. This year it amounts to $150,000,000; next year 
they hope for $600,000,000. We also know that the Japanese 
have proposed to the Chinese that the PRC permit them to 
or make a deal with them which would allow them to establish 
concessions in China again, especially in those areas where 
the Japanese had a lot of experience, like Manchuria. 

"We also know that some big British firms have 
agreed to establish an atomic energy industry in China for 
them. 

"Now, let me give you a little detail or story. 
As you know, information from China is not always complete 
or reliable. However, I will vouch for the following: 

"We know that recently in Peking a very important 
Party meeting was held. At the moment I cannot tell you 
if it was a politburo meeting or plenum, but at this meeting 
LIU Shao-chi, Chairman of the PRC and Assistant Chairman 
of the Central Committee, CPC, spoke and said the following: 
'One of the results of the line pursued by the CPC is the 
fact we have shaken the idols, altars, and Gods of the church. 
Let us destroy all of the idols, altars, and Gods completely 
and we, ourselves, will be the Gods.'"

In early November, 1963, Norman Freed, Communist 
Party of Canada representative assigned to the "World 
Marxist Review, " the international theoretical organ of 
the world communist movement, Prague, Czechoslovakia, made 
the following remarks: 

"There has been a terrible fight taking place at 
the 'World Marxist Review' headquarters in Prague between 
the representatives of the Communist Party of France and 
the Communist Party of Italy. In part, the differences 
have arisen from the fact that the French Party opposes 
and the Italian Party supports, in part, some of the action 
of the Common Market. The differences are also in part 
based on the fact that the Italian Party pursues a policy 
of utilising flexible tactics whereas the French do not 
and the Italians consider them to be a 'bunch of stiff-necked 
Stalinists. * 

"As a result, the head of the French representation 
at the 'World Marxist Review, 1 a person named Hongeis, now 
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"claims that he has received instructions from his Party 
that the French will be withdrawing from the 'World 
Marxist Review, * He stated the reason for this was that 
the French were not being treated as equals, were not 
getting the breaks, and because many Parties consider 
them disloyal for some of the positions they had taken 
and that the French Party will not stand for this. 

T, Hongeis is not a bad guy and for this reason 
the Editor-in-Chief of the 'World Marxist Review' wants 
us to attempt to talk to and reason with Hongeis. The 
Editor-in-Chief would also like for us to contact the 
various Parties and have them write letters to the Communist 
Party of France requesting them to reconsider their action 
on the basis that it will open our ranks further which would 
be bad and, secondly, that, in fact, there was no basis for 
any disagreement. 

"In talking to Hongeis, I argued with him. He 
told me that in Paris he had tried to convince the Party 
people not to take this action, but they said we just 
feel that we cannot be placed in the position we have been 
placed in on the magazine. Therefore, their delegation 
was going on a leave of absence although not officially with- 
drawing. They would leave the time of their return open. 

'!If the French break away from the 'World Marxist 
Review, 1 this would seriously jeopardize the magazine. 
The Italians, however, would like this and because of these 
difficulties have now become more loyal to the magazine. 

"The opinion is also held that the French Party 
is afraid that the 'World Marxist Review' will turn into 
the kind of an organ which begins to dictate policy for the 
various Parties. Thus, because of the rivalry between 
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"the Italian Communist Party and the French Communist Party 
and because the Italians have become strong on the 'World 
Marxist Review* staff, the French feel the Italians could 
then have some effect on their inner-Party matters."
